Tools for Installation 

To install your HP SCSI Hard Disk Drive you will need: 

• Your PC User's Guide 

• small and medium-size flathead screw drivers 

• the screws and jumpers that come with the hard disk drive 

• tweezers, needlenose pliers, or similar tool for changing jumpers 

• a boot diskette or the setup diskettes that came with your 
operating system if you are replacing an existing primary hard 
disk drive. 

A one-quarter inch drop can damage a hard disk drive! Even when 
installed in your PC, hard disk drives are sensitive to external shock. 
Take care when handling both your hard disk drive and PC. 

Always place the drive on a soft surface. Protect the hard disk drive 
from static electricity by leaving it in its anti-static bag until you are 
ready to install it. Before handling the drive, touch any unpainted 
metal surface to discharge static electricity. When you remove the 
hard disk drive from its anti-static bag, handle it only by the frame. 
DO NOT TOUCH the electrical components. Place the drive on the 
anti-static bag whenever you set it down. 
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Step 1: Preparing Your PC for Installation 

If you are replacing your existing primary hard disk drive you must 
make sure that you will be able to start your operating system from 
the flexible disk drive or the CD-ROM drive after installing your new 
hard disk. 

To do this, you will either need to have the original CD-ROM and/or 
setup diskettes provided with your operating system, or you will 
need to create a boot diskette. Refer to the manual that came with 
your operating system for more information. 

If your PC does not support SCSI Plug-and-Play 1 , you should note 
the SCSI IDs that are already in use before switching off your PC. 
Your PC should indicate at Startup those IDs that are currently in 
use. 

When you have all the necessary materials to hand: 

1 Turn off your PC and display, and disconnect all cables and 
power cords. 

2 Remove the cover. 

3 Find the internal SCSI cable in your PC. 

The cable will be connected to either the integrated Wide 
SCSI connector on the system board, or to a Wide SCSI host 
adaptor board. Refer to the manual that came with your PC, 
if necessary. 

It is important that you use the correct SCSI cable for your SCSI 
subsystem, as incorrect use will cause data transmission errors.

General Instructions Before Installing a SCSI Hard Disk Drive 

• HP hard disk drives are configured for optimum performance on 
a wide range of systems. In most circumstances you will only 
need to set the drive's SCSI ID and/or terminator. Other default 
settings should not normally be changed. 

• If your PC supports SCSI Plug-and-Play, you will not need to 
configure your new drive's SCSI ID. You may, however, wish to 
configure the drive's termination options. Go directly to the 
instructions in "Terminating Your SCSI Hard Disc Drive and 
Other Drive Options" on page 5. 

• If your PC does not support SCSI Plug-and-Play, you may need to 
configure your new SCSI hard disk drive. You will need to follow 
the instructions in "Step 3: Configuring Your SCSI Hard Disc 
Drive" on page 5. 

Using Your SCSI Hard Disk Drive with an HP Fast RAID 
System 

HP Fast RAID Systems do not support Plug-and-Play, and you will 
need to configure your new SCSI hard disk drive. Follow the 
instructions in "Step 3: Configuring Your SCSI Hard Disk Drive" for 
each new hard disk drive you install, making sure that you set a 
different and unique SCSI ID for each hard disk drive. 

If you intend to use your new HP SCSI in a multi-disk Fast RAID 
configuration with an existing disk drive, you must: 

1 Verify that the capacity and media rotation speed of all disk 
drives to be used in the Fast RAID configuration are the same. 
Refer to "Configuring Your SCSI ID in HP SCSI Hard Disk Drive

2 Backup the data on the existing disk drive before beginning the 
installation. 

When you have installed your hard disk drive you will need to use 
the HP Fast RAID configuration utility supplied with your PC to 
activate HP Fast RAID features on your new hard disk drive. See 
"Step 5: Completing the Installation" on page 6. 
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Step 3: Configuring Your SCSI Hard Disk Drive 

Setting the SCSI IDs 

HP recommends that only qualified persons should change these and 
other drive settings. 

A SCSI ID determines your hard disk drive's priority on the SCSI 
bus and must be unique in the system to avoid conflict in 
identification. 

1 Locate the SCSI ID jumpers on your hard disk drive (Refer to the 
appropriate section on "Configuring your SCSI ID" in HP SCSI 
Hard Disk Drive Technical Information ) 

2 Set your new SCSI hard disk drive's ID to one not already in use. 

Your SCSI hard disk drive is set to SCSI ID 0 by default, a device ID 
normally reserved for bootable hard disk drives. If this is the first 
SCSI device to be installed in your PC, do not change the SCSI ID. If 
this is the second or more device to be installed, you will have to 
change the SCSI ID. 

Terminating Your SCSI Hard Disk Drive and Other Drive 
Options 

For information on Terminating Your SCSI Hard Disk Drive and 
Other Drive Options refer to the appropriate section in HP SCSI 
Hard Disk Drive Technical Information. 
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Step 4: Inserting the Hard Disk Drive 

1 Insert the hard disk drive into an appropriate shelf in your PC. 

Your SCSI hard disk drive needs adequate space and cooling. If you 
are installing your hard disk drive into an HP Kayak XU or XW PC 
Workstation, you must install your hard disk in either the lower or 
upper internal shelf. Do not attempt to install your hard disk drive in 
a 5.25-inch front access shelf. Move other installed hard disk drives 
to an alternative location if necessary. 

2 Connect the power and data cables to your SCSI hard disk drive. 
Refer to your PC User's Guide, if necessary. 



Step 5: Completing the Installation 

1 Replace the cover. 

2 Reconnect all cables and power cords. 

3 If necessary, insert the boot diskette in drive A, and turn on your 
PC. 

4 If necessary, run your PC's SETUP program by pressing the F2 
key while <Setup=F2> is displayed on the screen, or run the 
SCSI Setup Utility by pressing the F6 key. 

Verify that the information displayed is correct for your hard 
disk drive (s). Refer to the HP SCSI Hard Disk Drive Technical 
Information. 

5 Consult your operating system documentation and your PC's 
User's Guide for more information on preparing your SCSI hard 
disk drive for use. 

To configure your SCSI hard disk drive for use with a PC Workstation 
with an HP Fast RAID I/O solution, use the configuration utilities 
supplied with your PC. These utilities can be created from the 
drivers CD-ROM that came with your PC. Refer to the manual that 
came with your PC, or to the operating system installation notes on 
the drivers CD-ROM for more information. 
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Troubleshooting 

If SETUP does not recognize your hard disk drive (s): 

1 Turn off your PC and display, and disconnect all cables and 
power cords. 

2 Remove the cover 

3 Check: 

• all data cable connectors are properly connected 

• each SCSI device is assigned a unique SCSI ID 

• the SCSI ID 0 is assigned to the bootable hard disk drive. 

• your internal SCSI cable is terminated 

• the settings of the Ultra SCSI single-ended and Ultra2 SCSI 
support jumper (some models only) 

Refer to "Steps 1 to 3" for assistance with these tasks. 

4 When you are sure that all connections and settings are correct, 
refer to "Step 5: Completing the Installation" on page 6 again. 

If SETUP still does not recognize your hard disk drive, refer to the 
Troubleshooting section in your PC's documentation. 

To activate HP FastRAID features on your hard disk drive, you must 
use the HP FastRAID configuration utilities supplied with your PC.
